Leaders of all three political parties, 
none of which support a break-up, are 
said to be deeply troubled by the latest 
survey, of 1,003 Scots and 869 English by 
polling organisation ICM. 

Tory leader David Cameron said: “The 
union between England, Scotland and 
Wales is good for us all and we are 
stronger together than we are apart. 

“The last thing we need is yet another 
parliament with separate elections and 
more politicians spending more money." 


More than 60% of English voters have 
grave concerns over the fact Scottish 
MPs at Westminster can vote on solely 
English matters - while many purely 
Scots issues are decided from Edinburgh. 

Even 46% of Scots don’t agree with it, 
while more than half of all Scots say 
they want the nation to cut ties with its 
bigger neighbour and go it alone. 

And 59% of the English want Scots to 
break away, while 68% say they want a 
parliament for England. 

The poll also revealed that the English 
are more likely to think of themselves as 
British than Scots are. 

Scottish Chancellor Gordon Brown 
delivered a keynote speech defending 
the Union two days ago, claiming victory 
for the Scottish National Party would 
ruin Scotland. 

He said: “We should never let the 
Nationalists deceive people into 
believing you can break up the United 
Kingdom.”

Detectives probe poisoned spy’s mysterious friend 


BRIT COPS QUIZ 
‘SNOOPER

DETECTIVES were 
yesterday probing the 
Italian academic who 
met ex-Russian spy 
Alexander Litvinenko 
shortly before he was 
poisoned. 

Prof Mario Scaramella met 
the doomed agent in a 
London sushi bar before 
Litvinenko fell ill and died 22 
days later in hospital from 
radioactive polonium 210. 

Mr Litvinenko regarded the 
stocky Italian as a friend — but 
yesterday the internet was full 
of claims that he was a spy with 
connections to the Russian 
security services. 

Prof Scaramella denies any 
involvement in Mr Litvinenko's 
death and says he is co-operat- 
ing with Scotland Yard's probe. 

But officers want to know 
why many of the universities 
he claims to have worked at 
have never heard of him. 

And why the “environmental- 
ist” had in-depth knowledge of 
the movement of nuclear mate- 
rials and the whereabouts of 
Russian spies. 


Difficult 


Others asked why he needed 
to hand documents to Mr 
Litvinenko, 43 — who died on 
Thursday night after being poi- 
soned with the polonium 210 — 
when he could have emailed 
them. 

Prof Scaramella claims to 
have worked at an impressive 
range of universities around 
the world, but attempts to find 
anyone who had heard of him 
at any of them proved difficult. 

At Italy’s University of 
Naples, a Dr Maria Scaramella 
said she would often get post 
addressed to her namesake, but 
had never been able to find him 
to pass it on. 

“He was supposed to have an 
office on the third floor, but I 
could never find it,” she said. 

Detectives will also trek to 
Moscow to try and unravel the 
mystery, and are trying to 
identify a Viktor Kirov, who 
Litvinenko identified as the 
spy ordered to track him. 

From his deathbed, Mr 
Litvinenko accused Russian 
President Vladimir Putin of 
poisoning him, a feeling 
supported by the dead man’s 
family. 

Last night Prof Scaramella 
said: “I am co-operating with 
the authorities. I have nothing 
to add. I have mentioned all this 
to Scotland Yard.”

TWELVE nurses at the hospital 
which treated Litvinenko 
refused to turn up for work 
after it was announced he died 
from radiation poisoning. 

A source at University 
College Hospital in London 
said: “Most staff are carrying 
on as normal, that’s their job. 
But there were at least 12 nurs- 
es who apparently did not turn 
up for work on Saturday.” 

Around 100 hospital staff who 
were near him in his final days 
have been urged to take radia- 
tion contamination tests by the 
Health Protection Agency’s 
radiation protection division. 

Police confirmed they found 
traces of radiation at the Itsu 
sushi bar, Piccadilly, London. 

Decontamination work start- 
ed there yesterday, where up to 
1,000 diners visited on the day 
Litvinenko was there.

She says she’ll dump him unless 
he cleans up his act and was left 
fuming after he was picked up on 
suspicion of possessing crack. 

Pete yesterday checked out of the 
Oeiras clinic near Lisbon, accom- 
panied by a British doctor, who’s 
thought to have been hired by Kate 
to keep an eye on her lover.
